At  a  meeting  of  the  football  letter 
men  on  December  I,  William  C. 
Bottger  of  Winchester  was  chosen  to 
captain  the  1927  eleven.  Bottger  has 
played  a  capable  game  at  end  for  two 
years  and  thoroughly  deserves  the 
honor  accorded  him.

Coach 
Smith,  having  taught  his  playing 
system  to  so  many  who  will  return, 
should  be  able  to  turn  out  a  great 
team  next  year.

ORCHESTRA  MAKES  GREAT  HIT 


The  school  orchestra  made  its  debut 
along  with  the  first  play  of  the  Dra- 
matic Club  on  Saturday  the  I  I  th.  The 
numbers  rendered  before  and  after  the 
performance  were  well  played,  and  the 
Temple  brothers  gave  two  fine  duets. 
Mr.  Porrell  has  worked  hard  to  make 
the  orchestra  what  it  is,  and  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  musically  inclined 
of  the  student  body  has  produced  a 
combination  of  melody-makers  that  the 
others  will   enjoy  hearing  always. 


The  evening  of  Saturday  the  I  I  th 
was  the  date  set  for  the  first  perform- 
ance of  the  Dummer  Dramatic  Club, 
and  the  play  went  off  as  scheduled.  The 
title  of  this  first  play  was  "J.  Caesar" 
and,  as  its  title  implies,  it  was  a  bur- 
lesque on  the  Julius  Caesar  of  Shakes- 
peare. The  cast  was  very  well  selected 
from  the  student  body,  and  the  serious- 
ness which  the  actors  affected  made  the 
play  all   the  funnier. 

The  author,  Steve  Harris,  of  Brook- 
line  High,  took  the  five  most  important 
scenes  of  the  original  tragedy  and  bur- 
lesqued them  in  such  a  way  that  the 
story  was  not  impaired.  Mr.  Lehmann's 
excellent  directing  prepared  the  actors 
to  put  the  comedy  over  in  the  funniest 
manner.  Between  the  scenes,  two 
tough  stage-hands  provided  light  horse- 
play that  relieved  the  constant  bur- 
lesque of  any  monotony  that  might 
have    been    felt. 

Peter  Albiani,  as  J.  Caesar  himself, 
took  a  lenible  beating  in  tile  third 
scene  when  the  action  took  on  the  as- 
pect of  a  football  game  as  poor  Peter 
was  tackled  from  behind  by  Trebonius 
and  piled  on  by  the  other  three  con- 
spirators. Albiani  did  his  part  very 
well,  his  cheerful  and  Roman  counten- 
ance making  him  the  best  man  for  the 
part.  His  seriousness  lent  greatly  to 
the  humor  of  his  lines,  and  his  dead 
protests  under  the  heavy  feet  of  An- 
tony were  extremely  laughable. 

The  other  members  of  the  cast  were 
equally  good  in  their  parts,  each  mem- 
ber doing  as  directed  and  getting  the 
maximum  number  of  laughs  out  of  his 
part.  The  ridiculousness  of  the  play 
was  increased  by  the  introduction  of 
the  saxophone  as  an  ancient  Roman 
musical  instrument.

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EDITORIAL 


When  school  opened  at  the  end  of 
September,  the  remark  was  made  about 
giving  the  Honor  Roll  special  priveleges. 
Recently,  there  has  been  a  complaint, 
not  without  cause,  concerning  the  in- 
activity of  the  higher  powers  to  this 
end.  It  was  a  great  disappointment  to 
many  who  attained  the  Honor  Roll 
when  extra  time  at  Thanksgiving 
recess  was  not  granted.  The  extra 
week-end  between  the  holiday  and  the 
beginning  of  the  Christmas  vacation 
was  not  strictly  an  Honor  Roll  privelege 
since  there  were  others  who  were 
awarded  the  extra  time  also.  The 
authorized  omittance  of  examinations 
at  the  end  of  the  term  in  the  subjects 
in  which  they  excel  would  be  a  great 
boon  to  the  Honor  Roll  men  if  the 
masters  were  at  all  of  a  mind  to  let 
them  take  advantage  of  this  generous 
grant.  However,  the  faculty  is  basing  j 
the  most  important  mark  of  the  last 
term  on  these  final  examinations,  and 
they  do  not  want  the  student,  no 
matter  how  high  he  stands,  to  miss  out 
on  the  test  of  the  work  he  has  done  in 
the   past   three  months. 

They  are  quite  right  in  the  aboie 
policy  since  no  student  should  try  to 
dodge  examinations  in  view  of  the 
coming  College  Boards.  The  more  ex. 
aminations  one  can  take,  the  less  he 
should  fear  the  more  important  and 
inevitable  College  Boards  in  Jun^. 
Nevertheless  the  Honor  Roll  should  be 
recognized  and  made  to  stand  out  as 
something  to  be  ardently  sought  after. 
More     freedom     of     nrovement     on     the 


triangle  and  in  time  limits  away  from 
the  school  grounds  would  make  the 
Honor  Roll  to  many  who  otherwise 
would  not  try  to  make  it  even  for 
personal  satisfaction.  For  example: 
allow  Honor  Roll  men  to  study  in  their 
rooms  at  any  time.  Such  a  simple 
privelege  as  this  would  most  certainly 
not  disrupt  the  management  of  the 
school  to  any  extent.  Also:  let  the 
Honor  Roll  have  week-end  permission 
at  any  time,  let  them  have  Saturday 
afternoons  off  to  go  to  Boston  and  take  I 
in  a  good  show,  let  them  sleep  through 
breakfast  on  Sunday  mornings,  let 
them  go  out  to  supper  away  from 
school,  let  them  have  any  number  of 
priveleges  that  do  not  interfere  with 
the  way  in  which  the  curriculum  is  ar- 
ranged. Time  away  from  studies  is 
not  the  goal  to  be  sought  for;  rather, 
there  should  be  granted  priveleges 
facilitating  the  preparation  of  lessons 
and  more  outside  recreation  for  the 
student  once  his  work  is  done.  Of 
course,  all  this  can  be  done  with  the 
understanding  that  the  student  is  ex- 
pected to  retain  his  Honor  Roll  grade 
or  else  he  will  suffer  accordingly  and 
have  his  priveleges  taken  away  from 
him.  To  conclude,  however,  if  scho- 
lastic standing  in  this  school  is  to  be 
raised  by  giving  the  Honor  Roll  special 
priveleges,  they  must  be  priveleges 
that  attract  and  that  are  exclusive  of 
everyone   except    Honor   Roll   men.
